With the hour for the beginning of the nung 

_ of legislative petitions for the September pri- 
-maries less than twenty-four hours away, 
Tun TRIBUNE learns through its correspond- 
ents in the downstate districts that prac- 
tically each main cog in the Shurtileff- 
Brownt bipartisan house machine of 1900- 

1910 is a candidate for renomination. 
It also is learned that the senatorial com- 


mittees, Republican and Democratic alike, . 
have paid little or no heed to the plea for at 


jeast two house nominations by each party 
in eacn district. In a grea majority of the 
districts the senatorial committees have fol- 
jowed the old course and have provided for 
two nominations by the majority party and 
one by the minority party. 


Shurtleff Certain to Run. 

Speaker Shurtleff, while not an announced 
candidate for renomination, is asserted in his 
district to be a certain nominee, and the 
further information comes from his own 
county that if he is sent back to Springfield 
by the Eighth senatorial district he will make 
a bitter fight for re@lection to the speaker- 
snp. 

The Shurtleff field marshals and sublieu- 
tenants in the downstate territory are bat- 
tling for their political lives, and most of 
them appear to be confident the public sen- 
timent aroused by the Lorimer bribery dis- 
closures and the jackpot revelations will have 
died down sufficiéntly to permit of their re- 
nomination in September and their reélec- 
tion in November. 

Lee O'Neil Browne, manager of the Dem- 
ecratic end of the Lipartisan combine, leads 


‘al ithe rest of the gang in getting out 


into the oven as a candidate for renomina- 
tion. He seeks a “ vindication " in La Salle 
county, while awaiting trial im Chicago and 
in Springfiela.

In spite of actions of sena- 
torial committees in limiting the number of 
nominations to one or two, there are big: 
“fields of candidates in many of the districts, 
most of whom are distitet!y opposed to the 
tactics by which legislation hes beén“t6n- 
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troſled at Springfield. 

The astite politicians, however, see an 
advantage to the gang and combine“ 
candidates, whose supporters will be expect- 
ed th “plump” three votes for them, while 
the backers of decency at the statehouse will 
be dividing their ballots between the new- 


comers in legislative politics. 

The plumping system is one of the in- 
novations in Illinois primaries established 
by the new primary law whereby a primary 
voter may vote three votes for one legisla- 
tive candidate, one and one-half votes each 
for two candidates, or one vote for each of 
three candidates. 

The time limit for filing legislative peti- 
tions does not expire until Aug. 16, but the 
list of candidates is practically complete, 
and most of the petitions in the downstate 
districts will be fed tomorrow morning, 
when the office of the secretary of state at 
Springfield opens for business. 


Shurtleff Is Secretive. 2 
Speaker Shurtleff has not told his McHenry 
county constituents that he ts to be an actual 
candidate, but they all know it. It is, further- 
more, said from his own town of Marengo 
that it is Mr. Shurtleft’s intention to get back 
to the house and to be a candidate for re- 
election as speaker.

OFFER $20,000 FOR PLIGHT 


Conditions of New York-St. Louis 
» Race Are Made Public. 


TIME. LIM{T IS 100 HOURS. 


Contestants May Start at Either End to 
Win Money. 


New York, July 16.—The official conditions 
governing the proposed aeroplane flight be- 
tween New York and St. Louis were made 
public today. They follow: 

The New York World and St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch will give $30,000 to the first aviator 
who between Aug. 15, 1910, and Jan. 1, 1911, 
files from New York to St. Louis or from St. 
Louis to New York within 100 consecutive 
hours, using the same aeroplane from start 
to finish. 

“The only condition attached to this offer 
is that at least three days notice Of intention 
to start for this prize must be given in order 
that announcement may be made of the 
actual starting and finishing points, the 
actual route, and other detail¢ as agreed 
upon. 

As the Crow Flies, 900 Miles. 

The distance between the two cities is 
900 miles as the crow flies and 1,048 miles as 
the mails go. The average fast train time 
is twenty-nine hours and the average train 
speed thirty-six miles an hour. The best 
average speed for sustained flight is fifty- 
four and four-fifths miles an hour. 

On account of the physical configuration 
of the land it is extremely unlikely that any 
aviator will attempt to lay out his route in 
a straight line. 

The conditions leave the aviator free to 
choose his own starting point and to make 
his landings for fuel, repairs, and rest when- 
ever he wishes or as necessity dictates. The 
donors of the prize state that they wigh to 
allow the widest latitude in the interpreta- 
tion of the clause the same aeroplane from 
start to finish.’’ 


Chance to Make Repairs, 

That ig, such important repairs as the in- 
stallation of a new propeller, a new engine 
cylinder, new struts, or new brace guys may 
be made without impairing defined iden- 
tity of the machine. 

Given 100 hours in which to cover an es 
timated 1,000 miles, the aviator would have 
to fly only a little more than 200 miles a 
day for a little. less than five days. If he 
equaled the speed of Curtiss between New 
York and Albany, this would mean two hours 
in the morning and two hours in the after- 
noon. 

The aviator may define for himself what 
constitutes a binding start. That is, if he 
finds, after a fifteen or a hundred mile trial, 
that he is not properly equipped, he may re- 
turn for a fresh start.

ASK RULING ON “BOGUS” LARD; 
MAKERS WOULD AVOID STAMP. 


Question Considered One of the Most 
Important Before the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States. 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—[Special.}— 
One of the most important questions which 
have arisen for government decision in con- 
nection with the question of pure food now is 
before the attorney general of the United 
States for settlement. It is whether under 
the meat inspection law the manufacturers 
of a substitute for lard shall be required 
to submit their premises to federal inspec- 
tion as do the slaughterers of meat cattle. 
The importance of the question lies in the 
fact that more than 500,000,000 pounds of lard 
substitute are consumed yearly by the Amer- 
ican people and 75,000,000 pounds are ex- 
ported abroad. 

The beef packers are Interested in the de- 
cision the government will make. The lard 
substitute is not pure animal fat by any 
means. It comprises 80 per cent cotton seed 
oll and 20 per cent of oleostearine, an annual 
fat derived from cattle or sheep. 

Heretofore manufacturers of this product 
have admitted that they were making a 
meat food product, and submitted to inspec- 
tion. Their competition with the packers has 
become so sharp, however, that they now 
want to get out of the arrangement for gov- 
ernment inspection. 

In order to have settled the question of 
whether or not they are amenable to federal 
inspection several firms have joined in a 
petition to the attorney general. These firms 
are the American Cotton Oll company, the 
Southern Cotton Oil company, the N. K. Fair- 
bank company, the McCaw Manufacturing 
company. and Procter, Gamble & Co.

HARRIS WHEELER GOBS BROKE 


Former Brigadier General of 
Militia in Bankruptcy. 


PLACES HIS ASSETS AT $105. 


Board of Trade ‘Men's Acecunts in 
$166,427.69 Debts. 


Harris A. Wheeler, who fought the Debs 
strikers in 1894 as brigadier general of the 
First N of the IHinois National guard. 
and who at the governer's order assembled 
the guard for the Spanish-American war, is 
seeking relief from a load of debts through 
bankruptcy proceedings. Yesterday he filed 
a petition in bankruptcy, scheduling $106,- 
427,69 of debts, but no money. 

His total assets, according to the petition 
filed by Attorney John Milton Oliver, consist 
of a Masonic uniform. value $26; three suits 
of clothes, value §60; shirts and other linen, 
value $15; ane a gold finger ring. value 8. 
the total value of assets being $16. 


Headed Metal Concern. : 
Wheeler formerly was a well known fig- 
ure in Chicago. He was prominent in the 
national guard from 1881, when he first came 
to Chicago, until about ten years ago. At 


one time he was private secretary to Nathan- 


viel K. Fairbank. and later branched out 
several business enterprises of his own. 
home is at 1741 West Monroe street. 
Wheeler's petition in bankruptcy names 
wighty-nine people, firms, and corporations 
to whom and which he owes money. He 
maintains an office at 131 La Salle street, 
but it is said he has not been particularly 
active in business for a number of years. 
He said he did not care to discuss his finan- 
cial condition. It is just a case where I 
owe more money than I can pay, and that’s 
all there is to it,” he said. 


Many Brokers Caught. 

While Wheeler has many creditors, some 
of them for large amounts and some for 
small, it is noticeable that many of those to 
whom he owes considerable amounts are 
board of trade brokers. Among these art:

It is known that the removal of the long 
arrays of billboards will mean a big finan- 
cia} loss to the company and that prohibition 
of the presence of gum, chocolate, and weigh- 
ing machines would mean some decrease in 
revenue as would the abolition of newe stands 
from the few platforms where they exist. 
The directors of the Joop, it is expected, also 
would oppose the removal of platform fences 
which are used to divide approaches to the 
exit stairways from the main platforms. 
Millard B. Hereiley, traction expert for the 


reinstallation of the settees which were re- 
moved several years ago, but in every im- 
stance he has been told by the loop superin- 
tendent that there was no room for them on 
the platforms. Since the rendering of the 
legal opinion on the subject, he contemplates 
renewing his demands. 


Sees Power of City. 

The substance of Assistant Corporation 
Counsel Dierssen's opinion follows: 

The sald elevated railroad companies can- 
not be regarded as mere private enterprises, 
but must be regarded as public or quasi 
public, since they are affected with a public 
interest and over which the city, as the 
agency of the state, retains the largest meas- 
ure of control. In order to properly carry out 
the service. a matter vitally affecting the 
public interest and public welfare and com- 
fort, it is the duty of euch railroads to pro- 
vide preper tions for their pa- 
trons 


Jam of the opinion that the city council 
has the authority to require said elevated 
railroad companies to provide seats on their 
platforms. It is a well known fact that many 
of the station platforms contain picket fences 
which render it extremely difficult for persons 
waiting within the station to reach the cars 
in time by reason of the fact that such cars 
remain stationary fot such a short time, par- 
ticularly late at night when there are few 
passengers. Furthermore, in the summer 
it is frequently too warm for persons to re- 
main within the station and at such times 
especially should provision be made for the 
proper accommodation of patrons on the 
outer platforms. I believe there can be no 
question as to the city’s authority to exercise 
the power to require sald companies to make 
such provision at the present time. 


Hey Is Determined. ~ 

The order of Ald. Hey was as follows: 

“That if the Union Loop association con- 
tinues unwilling to find room on its plat- 
forms for benches or settees, the com- 
missioner of public works be instructed to 
summerily tear out the gum, candy, and 
weighing machines. picket fences, sign- 
boards, periodical, and knick-kneck stores 
and other catch-penny contreptiong which 
litter the platforms and crowd and incon- 
venience passengers. 

The author of this order said that he 
would confer with Commissioner Mullaney 
and Expert Hereley before the council meet- 
ing tomorrow evening. He will ask Mr. Here- 
ley to make another request upon the loop 
company to install benches and ask Mr. 
Mullaney what his action will be in case of a 
refusal. If the language of the order is not 
plain enough and thereis any doubt about the 
wishes of the council. Ald. Hey said. he will 
present a more closely drawn order directing 
the commiesioner in unequivocal terms to 
take the steps directed in his present order 
conditional upop be position of the loop 
officials.

Court Points Out 61,6000 
Building Would Have Had 
to Be Purchased. 


Judge Charlies M. Walker, sitting in the 
Circuit court, yesterday entered the final de- 
cree in the case whereby the Dunne board 
of education sought to invalidate the leases | 
for the. land at the corner of Madison and 
Dearborn streets on which Tun Trisune 
building is situated. 

It ‘followed the decision of the same judge 
handed down earlier in the week. excepting 
that it added that had the leases been can- 
celled the board would have had to pay Tun 
TRIBUNE $1,800,000, the cost of its building. 

The attorneys for the complainant made the 
usual application for an appeal, which was 


| granted as a matter of course, and it is now 


their task to perfect the appeal by certifica- 
tion of the evidence for the October térm of 
‘the state Supreme court. All costa up to 
date are charged against them. 

The decree reviews the entire history. of the 
school land in question ever since The Trib- 
une company first entered into occupancy 
ot it in 1867. It specifically denies and refutes 
all the allegations of fraud, conspiracy, undue 
influence, and wasting of the school fund on 
which. the complainants had relied to prove 
their case, and is a’ defeat for them at every 


turn. : 
Court Finds “Mo Conspiracy.” 

On these points the language of the court is: 

„ The Tribune company did not enter into 
a combination of conspiracy with the Daily 
News company, John M. Smyth, Hannah & 
Hogg, Caroline Wilson, and the Chicago 
Journal company whereby it was agreed to 
combine all their influence to induce the 
board of edulcation to modify the leases held 
by such persons and corporations by striking 
therefrom the revaluntion and reappraise- 
ment clauses. 

There was no frase; actual or conetruc- 
tive, no undue influence, and no improper 
conduct of any kind on the part of The 
Tribune company or any of its officers or 
agents connected with the negotiatione or 
execution of the said modifying agreements 
of May 30, 1895, Nov. 18, 1897, and Dec. 14, 


1899. 
“ Alfred 8. de was not the agent, di- 
nectly or indifectly, of The Tribune com- 


pany in the proceedings which resulted in 
the execution of the said modifying agree- 
ments of 1895 and 1897 between the board of 
education and The Tribune company. 


Trude Qualified to Vote. 


His connection with The Tribune com- 
pany as its attorney did not disqualify him 
from voting for the adoption of said modify- 
ing agreements of 1895 and 1897. As the first 
of said agreements was adopted by a vote 
of 17 to 2, and the second by a vote df 16 to 
4, Mr. Truden vote did not affect their valid- 
ity. 

“The existence of the revaluation clause 
in the leases of May, 1880, and the supple- 
mental lease of June 15, , discouraged 
the adequate improvement of said premises 
by the lessee, and rendered uncertain the 
income derived by the board of education 
from said premises.

“The building now upon the lots in ques- 
tion was erected by The Tribune company 
in reliance upon said modifying agreements 
of 1805, 1897, and 1899. In no event could

Save Cow, Igtidre Child. 

The question of France’ s defiopulation con- 
tinues to inspire the pens of patriotic writers 

in the French press. Is a cow or a child 
worth more in France?’ asks Clement Vautel 
in the Matin, and in furnishing the answer 
he reveals a feature of rural life in Frante 
which might have been elaborated by a Zola. 

Take, he says, a village which he names 
in Auvergne. Fifteen \children have died 
of diphtheria there within a short space of 
time. The village is fourteen miles from the 
nearest town where a doctor is to be had. 
o the doctor charges $8 a visit. 

The peasants are poor; they only call the 

doctor in cases of extreme urgency, mostly 
when it is too late. But suppose „ peacant 
has a cow which he suspects bas got tuber- 
culosis, what happens? 
He gives notice to the village burgomaster: 
the latter passes it on t the prefect, and the 
prefect orders the yeterinary surgeon of the 
nearest town to examine the animal. What 
does the peasant have to pay? Not a cent. 
The veterinarian draws his fixed »6 a visit 
from the state. 

What is even better, if the cow has to be 
destroyed the farmer gets a compensation, 
sometimes exceeding the value of the beast. 
“To save a diseased cow the writer ex- 
claims, the official machine works at full 
speed. But to save 4 French child not a 
dollar is sacrificed!”

The followers of the 
Prophet are scattered all over this country, 
and in some of the provinces they are in 
the majority. There are 60,000,000 all told.

It is almost twice as 
Many as the Mohammedans of Turkey. 
Arabia, Palestine, and Syria, and about one- 
fourth of all the Mohammedans of the world. 

Two oer three years ago there was a mis- 
sionary conference at Cairo, which estimated 
the number of gare of the prophet.

Al German au 
thority makes the Mohammedans 250,000. 600

Russie in Asia has 14,000,000, and w have 
at least one-third of @ million among ‘the 
Moros of the Philippine islands. 

Many in Java and Burma. 

I found Mohammedans all over the Dute 
Bast Indies. They are in Borneo, Suma 
and the Celebes. There are more than 25,- 
000,000 of them in Java elone, and one finds 
their mosques scattered throughout the set- 
tlements al the Straits of Malacca and 
about the Gulf of Siam. The kingdom of 
Siam is supposed to be Buddhist, but it has 
a million Mohammedans. I met Mohamme- 
dans in Burma, and I have seen them 
praying with their faces toward Mecca, in 
different parts of the Chinese empire. In- 
deed. I was surprised to find so many of 
this religion in Peking. China all told has 
from 20,000,000 to 40,000,000 followers of the 
prophet. It has one province which con- 
tains 8,000,000, another which has 6,000.000, 

Altogether one-fifth 
of the whole populetiin of Asia is Moham- 
medan, and they form the ruling element in 
Beluchistan, Persia; Arabia, 
Palestine, Syria, Asia Minor, and Chinese

As to Africa, that fs a Mohaminedan con- 
tinent in that it has more Mohammedans 
than members of any other religion. Three 
or four years ago I went around the whole 
of Africa and I was seldom out of sight of 


‘a Mohammedan prayer rug. Morocco has 


magnificent mosques, and in Algeria and 
Tunis there are fanatics who frequently en- 
danget the lives of-Christians. There are 
mosques all along the Niger, and especially 
in the country about Timbuktu. Every oasis 
of the Saraha has them. and Barbary has 
some of the most intolerant of these believers. 
Egypt is almost altogether Mohammedan, 
and. in fact, north of 20 degrees 90 per cent 
of the people say their prayers facing Mecca. 


Want Government Offices. 

There is a big awakening of the Moham- 
medans in India. In the reform schemes now 
proposed they are asking for their full share 
in the council of the viceroy. A delegation 
recently demanded five seats in that ccuncil 
from as many provinces, to be elected exclu- 
sively by Mohammedan voters, and .addition- 


al Mohammedans elected by property owners 
as well as one to be nominated by the viceroy 
of Beluchistan. It has already been decided 


to give them a big representation, and from 
now on they will ask for more and more ot 
the offices, 

So far the Hindoos have been getting more 
than their share, and the Mohammedans fee! 

They think they have been pounded by 
both the British and people of other religione 
without reason. In a recent speech one of 
them compared their position as like that of 
the toad in the schoolboy’s fable.

It is true that Viscount Acki was permitted 
to océupy the position of ambassador of 
Japan at Washington although married toa 
German Baroness Rhaden. To this it may 
be replied that, in the first place, Aoki is not 
a member of the old nobility or of the court 
class, like Count Todo. His viecounty is of 
recent creation, and his marriage has proved 
a great obstacle to his success as ambassa- 
dor abroad and as assistant secretary of 
state at Tokio. In fact, it has been the main 
cause of hie retirement and of depriving his 
country. of services that would otherwise 
have proved extremely valuable.

The Japanese object to such marriages for 
a number of reasons. They realize that their 
ethics, their ideas, their principles, their tra- 
ditions are entirely different from ours, and 
that a white woman can never fit into Jap- 
anese life.

Vote in Commons Shows Women 
Must Wait for Ballot. 


UP TO NEXT PARLIAMENT. 


Majority of Lawmakers Shown to Be- 
lieve in Franchise. 


LONDON. July 16—While the militant 
suffragists are indignant over the action of 
the house of commons in referring the con- 
ciliation suffrage bill to the committee of the 
whole, which is tantamount to smothering 
it for the life of the present parliament, the 
masses of the women interested in the move. 
ment are not .disheartened. ecm 

It is apparent the Liberal government ig 
determined to withhold parliamentary fran- 
chise from the women. Mr. Asquith, despite 
the petitions of the women, will not grat 
facilities for further debate on the bill. 

The vote Tuesday night fairly reflected 
the uncertain attitude of the commons on 
the question. The members voted accord. 
ing to their personal convictions and not on 
party lines. 


Majority Is Converted. 


The vote showed that a majority of the 
commons believed a case had n made 
out for giving women votes, but did not be- 
lieve the time had come to pass a law without 
furtber discussion.

Court in Schoolhouse. 

By chance I found this Neapolitan court. 
Passing along a twelve foot wide street in 
Naples’ old center, I saw many children 
emerging from a great hole in a wall. The 
bullding looked like a convent, old and gray. 
That it should prove to be a big grammar 
school did not surprise me. Men were coming 
and going, who apparently could not be con- 
nected with the school. On inqulring I found 
that the convent also houses three sections of 
the Criminal court. 

We climbed broad, worn stone steps to the 
second floor of the old, musty, dusty build- 
ing and turned into the first court roof. It 
looked as if it had once been a chapel. Light 
enters from a court through deep bay win- 
dows which looks as if never cleaned. 

The hall is perhaps twenty-five by seventy- 
five feet. Against one wall is an iron cage 
twelve feet high It is a real formidable 
ooking iron cage. Inside are steps. The 
cage could accommodate twenty men. It is 
now occupied by one man. At each end of 
the cage are two carabinier!. One of each 
pair stands at attention with a rifle, During 
the trial he is relieved by his fellow guard. 
Along the wall opposite the cage is the jury, 
thirteen men sitting in two rows, on long 
benches. Between the cage and the jury 
benches is a small table. Three lawyers for 
the defense sit here, with their backs toward 
the entrance and facing the court. A low 
railing separates the platform on which are 
the cage, lawyers, and jury. Behind that 
is a vacant place, except for zwo benches on 
which sit those most interested. in the trial, 
but who are not to appear ag witnesses. This 

~pection of the court room is further 

toned off by a low railing across the 

hall. Behind this are sixty orseventy men, 

women, children, and babies, the audience. 

It je a typical Neapolitan criminal court 

crowd. They do not look like villains,. but 

pleasant or agreeable faces are conspicuously 
absent. A few are of evil visage. 


Three Desks on a Platform. 

The rear third of the hall is raised. Two 
low, semi-circular screens extend part way 
across. Between the screens are three desks. 
Behind one sits the chancellor; behind an- 
other, the king’s attorney. Each is clothed 
in a long, black gown and wears a curious 
black, brimless cap. The central desk is un- 
occupied. On the wall behind it is a picture 
of the king, and a crucifix. The prisoner 
converses with one of his lawyers; the jury 
chats informally; some are smoking, as are 
many of the spectators. My companion, by a 
side passage, approaches the chancellor and 
we are given seats in the center of the room, 
just in front of the jury. He knows a jury- 
man, shakes hands with him, and passes the 
usual friendly Neapolitan greetings. 

“The Court,” cries an usher. The presi- 
dent, corresponding to our judge, enters from 
the rear of the hall and takes his seat at the 
central desk. Quiet at once follows; juryman 
and spectators remove their hats and throw 
away cigarets or cigars. The trial is on, 

Generally the president at once reads to the 
jury the “interrogatory of the prisoner. 
This is the statement made by the prisoner 
at his preliminary hearing.

I wanted to show the court that I am not a 
eriminal and that I do not deserve such a con- 
demnation.” 

Woman in the Case Testifies. 

The wife of the murdered man is called. 
She advances to the judge and after him re- 
peats, I swear before God to tell the truth 
and nothing but the truth.“ The woman is 
evidently embdrrassed.

Story of Slayer Contradicted. 

% Ruoppuolo had a little house, she says 
I am the porter. I saw Gennaro come to his 
house. As 1 supposed he came with a bad 
purpose. I told him it would be best to go 
away. I said: Ruoppuolo is a poor man, 
the father of children, just as youare.’ Gen- 
naro said: ‘I must only tell him a word.’ 
Gennaro called him out; Ruoppuolo came. 
At once Gennaro struck him on the head with 
a revolver. Ruoppuolo fell down. Soon he 
got up and tried to run into his house. He 
took only a few steps when Gennaro fired; 
the shot entered Ruoppuolo's mouth. Ruop- 
puolo had no revolver nor other arms. 

„Recently I was called by somebody? 1 
was surprised to see Gennaro, because I 
knew he was in New York.. He told me to say 
that Ruoppuolo had a revolver in his hand, 
but I said: ‘ No, I cannot say that, for it ts 
not true. 

Other witnesses were called, among them 
two women, of poor and mean appearance. 
As one of them had heard the evidence and 
had not given evidence at the preliminary 
hearing, she was not permitted to testify. 
From the evidence it appears that the mur- 
dered man's wife has since married, It also 
appears that Gennaro has 4 pretty wife and 
several children. 

Wife Anxious for Conviction. 

From evidence and information, obtained 
from the lawyers, it appears that the wife is 
anxious for Gennaro’s conviction, not in 
revenge for her dead husband but because 
she is afraid that if he is released he will kill 
her new husband. She would not have mar- 
ried had she not felt sure he would never re- 
turn. Of the old woman's damaging testi- 
mony, it is said that she is brave, for sue 
feels. that she is soon to go before God.“ 

Gennaro’s business was presumably that of 
a coal dealer, in which he was engaged with 
his brother-in-law. It is said that this was 
only a blind. He has no real business, but is 
a general criminal and Camorrista. It also 
appears that the husband intended to take 
his wife back if she refused to take up with 
Gennaro after his month's imprisonment. 

I was much impressed by the method of 
procedure. Assuming the jury to be honest 
and the judge unprejudiced, the whole pro- 
cedure seems to make for simplicity and di- 
rectness. It lacks the formality of our courts.

One of our readers writes to complain 
bitterly of the favor in which the “ Ameri- | 
can mediocracy ” holds Mr. Roosevelt's 
platitudes upon public questions,” and in- 
quires why “ we. Minot develop in our 
public life statesmen: like Rosebery and 
Balfour, who have reached a stage of civ- 
ilized sophistication at which the rule of 
three may be taken for granted.” 

This criticism both of Mr. Roosevelt and 
of other public men is familiar, but it dis- 
closes u want of consideration of the 
conditions of democratic statesmanship. 
Paradox and subtlety are well enough in 
the minister of some princeling, or in the 
leader of an intrenched aristocracy. But 
they hare no place in the politics of a 
democracy. It has been said that the pre- 
requisites of a constitutional statesman 
are the powers of a first rate man and the 
creed of a second rate man. This is. not 
altogether a gracious way of putting it, 
nevertheless it expresses the fact, the tru- 
ism, if you will, that democracies ‘more 
with the average, the normal, and he who 
best has served them has been inspired by 
@ creed whose power and truth “a second 
rate man may feel and fight for. Wash- 
ington’s creed and Lincoln’s creed were 
the creeds of the second rate man, the 
tien of the people, the man whom God 
made so many of, the man upon whose 
virtues and defects the i American. ex- 
periment depends. : 

But talk of second rate down, and second 
rate creeds, and second rate truths is out 
of place in a democracy. We live by all 
three. Our greatest men, ‘our national 
heroes, have all been second rate men in a 
sense, and first rate men through the para- 
dox that they were perfected, fulfilled, sec-

The controversy is not @ new one, but 
it is annually recurrent, and the provin- 
cial end of the argument is so readily 
maintainable that we desert more perplex- 
ingly contentious subjects to enjoy the 
(easy supremacy of this one. The only 
difficulty in Chicago is that the apartment 
hause has been so constructed as to make 
the front, porch the back one. It has cer- 
tain’. advantages to compensate for its 
manifest disadvantages. Its privacy per- 
mits the son of Anak who is head of the 
house to plant himself there in his shirt 
sleeves and put his stockinged feet on the 
rail while he enjoys such breezes as the 
condition of the weather will allow. It 
also permits him, when of such disposition, 
to have something cold off the ice at his 
side and to ignore the advice of Dr. Evans 
not to drink it in the heat of summer. 

These advantages are not of the higher 
kind, it will be admitted, and we join in 
the general lamentation that the back 
porch is not the front one. The latter has

It is oriental in its common sense and 
comfort, inviting with its green wicker 
chairs and its cool mats, with its broad, 
comfqrtable swing and its wicker table 
bearing a stout jug of lemonade. In the

Sir Edward Grey's speech in the house of 
commons the other day, proclaiming in no 
uncertain language the fact that England 
had no intention of surrendering her con- 
trol of Egypt to any nationalist government, 
and that she proposed to retain. her hold 
of the Land of the Nile indefinitely, at the 
same time 1 her army of occu- 
pation, with a view to maintaining better 
order, was followed at once by a big rise in 
Egyptian funds in every capital of the old 
world, even at Alexandria, and in Cairo. 

The rise embraced not merely the Egyptian 
government bonds but stocks in all Egyptian 
finan ‘commerctal and ‘industrial enter, 
prises. is perhaps the best Illustration 
of Buropean sentiment with regard to Eng- 
land's Occupation of Egypt. It means that 
the financial credit of Egypt, and of every- 
thing connected therewith, is entirely de- 
pendent upon the maintenance of British 
control of the Land of the Nile. 

Even the well-to-do Egyptians have been 
comforted by Sir Edward Grey's pronounce- 
ment, since it enhances the value of their 
possessions and the security thereof, first 
and foremost among them being the khedive 

imself, who, although a rich man, would 

nd his fortune shrink enormously were the 
Epeglish to withdraw, and were he left face 
to face with the nationalists. 

Both he, and most of the other affluent na- 
tives affected sympathy with the nationalists 
as long as they feared the retirement of the 
British from Egypt. Now that they have 
assurances the English will remain, and that 
they can rely upon protection against the 
nationalist movement, which is strongly im- 
bued with socialism, they are deserting the 
nationalist camp, and reverting to their for- 
mer allegiance to the British protector 
ate.

Robert Shuttleworth, on dying without male 
issue, bequeathed all her property to his 
daughter and only child, Janet Shuttleworth.

Then came the Grimke sisters from South 
Carolina. After freeing their slaves and giv- 
ing up practically all that made life dear 
to them, they gave themselves and their 
fortunes to the cause of the abolition of 
slavery. Angelina Grimke was an orator, 
her sister Sarah was a writer. The young 
women came north and Angelina became first 
a parior speaker, with only women in her 
audiences. So far so good. But already Will- 
iam Lloyd Garrison had begun to agitate for 
abolition, and there came a demand for 
Angelina Grimke to speak in mixed gather- 
ings. To quote Miss Tarbell: “ Some of her 
best friends protested. It was not proper 
nor right for a woman to attempt to in- 
struct man. But Angelina Grimke had gone 
far beyond the point where propriety weighed 
when it was a question of humanity. She 
held that ‘ Whatever is morally right-for a 
man to do is morally right for a woman to do. 
I recognise no rights but human rights.“ 
Great was the distress among the clergy 
at women thus defying the ancient scriptural 
injunctions, thus flying in the face of Provi- 
dence. Again and again they denounced 
women lecturers and quoted scripture to 
sustain their claims. They even denounced 
the women who were bold enough to go to 
listen to a woman lecture! 

Maria Weston Chapman wittily responded 
to one denouncement with a jingle The 
Times That Try Men's Souls,“ commencing 
thus: : 

Confusion has seized us and all things go wrong, 

The women have leaped from their spheres "’ 

And instead of Gxed stars, shoot as comets Rlong. 

And are setting the world by the ears! 

It was signed by The Lords of Creation.” 

The doctrine of “free speech had long 
since been declared a divine and human 
right, but the women had yq@ to learn that 
it was considered to be strictly for men only. 


Immediately after the national convention 
that marked the beginning, of the American 
Anti-Slavery society in 1833 in Philadelphia, 
the women of that city formed the Phile- 
delphia Female Anti-Slavery society. Ina 
few years there was a Nationa! Society of 
Anti-Glavery Women, and stormy indeed 
was its history. They found buildings closed 
against them, churches as well as public 
halls; they were subjected to insults, and 
one historic meeting was held while the mob 
raged outside, and missiles and brickbats 
were hurled through the windows, the noise 
and confusion drowning the voices of the 
speakers. The next morning that particular 
building lay in ruins, sacrificed to the pag 
sions of the mob, 

In 1889 the women asked to join the Na- 
tional Society of Anti-Slavery men, with the 
result that the society split in two; one, en- 
tirely male, going on its stubborn way, the 
other joining with the women. So it was that 
when the call from Longon came, women 
delegates as well as men were chosen to go, 
and omce more the momentous question of 
hyman rights for women became @ burning 
question, and the result was one that could 
not well have been foreseen.

It was years before Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton and Lucretia Mott carried out the plan 
they lald in London on the memorable even- 
ing when they bad walked arm in arm up 
Great Queen street, discussing the rejection

The 
convention aroused the whole nation to 
laughter and people asked each other What 
sort of creatures those womien at Seneca 
Falls could be? 

So it was that Judge Cady said: I wish 
you had waited untl 1 was under the sod 
before you had done this foolish thing.“ To 
which she replied: “Ah! sir, don’t you re- 
member how, you used to give me law books 
to read in order that I might have something 
sensible to say to your friends, Mr. Spencer 
and Mr. Williams, when they came to dine 
with us? It was by reading those law books 
that I found out the injustice of our Amer- 
ican laws toward women. 1 might never 
have known anything on the subject except 
for yourself.”’ 

Therefore it was that she could say with 
authority in the famous declaration: 

He has made her, if married, in the eye 
of the law, civilly dead. 

He has taken from her all her right in 
property, even to the wages she earns. 

He has made her, morally, an irrespon- 
sible being, as she can commit many crimes 
with impunity, provided they be done in the 
presence of her husband. In the covenaht 
of marriage she is compelled to promise obe- 
dience to her husband, he becoming, to all 
intents and purposes, her master; the law 
giving him power to deprive her of Überty 
and to administer chastisement,”’

sooner or later to come back. There is the 
advantage that here a man can have a good 
eme on a dollar if he has no more to spend 
and knows how to use it. 

“In the east, pleasures are expensive. 
There are none that are not dear. And liv- 
ing is higher than here. You can’t go to a 
restaurant, you can't go to a show, you can't 
go to an amusement park without all sorts of 
money.

The Hammonds have had an unusually eventful life, however. 
Those who adopt the career of mining engineer are apt to have 
adventures galore, though not a!ways like that one which may 
be called the culminating adventure of Join Hays Hammpnd's 
life—namely: when he lay for six weeks under gentence of 
death in the prison of Pretoria in consequence of the Jamieson 
raid in 1896. | 

In this connection there is a vit of what I believe to be un- 
written history, at least I have never sven it in accounts of the 
raid and its disastrous co. luslan. : 

We Americans never quite recognized the oppresaive cond!- 
tions which existed in the Transvaal in those days. I cannot 
dwell on them now, but they were such as to impel the leading 
men of the Rand gold mining industry, English and American 
(chief among the latter being Mr. Hammond), to conspire with 
Cecil Rhodes to overthrow a and his crew. 

— 


Armed uprising within Johannesburg was to occur simulta- 
neously with an invasion from without. At the best it was not 
a Wise plan. It needed perfect cobperatlon within and without 
to insure any measure of success to it. This was lacking at 
the critical moment because—and this is where the unrecorded 
history comes in-—at the eleventh hour the American conspir- 
ators found that the English were planning to raise the Eng- 
lish flag. This was quite contrary to the assurances which 
had been made to the Americans, which were that it was under 
the Transvaal flag they should fight and that the struggle 
should be to establish a real republic, not an oligarchy like 
the Boer régime. ‘ ' 
When they found that this was not the case, that they were 
to take part in enlarging the British empire, they revolted from 
the revolt and hung up the proceedings. Jamieson and his «x- 
traordinary collection of fighters fretted and fumed waiting for 
the signal that never came. The Boers bided their time. And 
at the center of the trouble, in the rooms of the Rand club 
at Johannesburg, the Americans, following the leadership of 
John Hays Hammond, sat tight and said: 

“We'll fight for a republic, or we won't fight at all.“ 

Jamieson finally kicked over the traces in precipitating the 
catastrophe, and the world knows the rest. 

The trouble in the Transvaal was too radical and too real, 
however, to be put down with the raid, In less than four years 
came the war and now it is an English colony with a Boer prime 
minister. 

John Hays Hammond, the first mining expert in the world, 
has retired from active life and is one of the influential me 
in the Taft administration, though he holds no office.

The result was seen in an 6xhibdition of the 
industrial appliances of alchohol in Berlin, 
where there were shown alcohol driven mo- 
tors for stationary engines as well as for 
automobile carriages, portable alechol en- 
gines for farm work, domestic utensils, such 
as flatirons, heated by alcohol; alcohol ¢ook- 
ing ranges, incandescent lamps for house or 
street use, in which the mantle is combined 
with an alcohol flame, and many exhibits of 
chemical preparations derived from alcohol. 

Although as a fuel alcohol has theoretically 
only three-fifths of the heating value of 
petroleum, it has been found thet for motor 
purposes 28 per cent of the theoretic energy 
of alcohol can be utilized as against only 1 
per cent in the case ot petroleum.

How the Infringer Works. 

On the other side, however, is the fact that 

a novelty of the kind, made by a man who 
cannot cinch his principle and reduce it to 
its lowest terms, may find that a cunning in- 
fringer, making a few changes to the same 
end, in turning out a substitute 
without question of infringement. 
. Again, the inventor may have taken an 
article which in itself combines necessary 
patented working parts, without which his 
feature is useless. In which case it is al- 
most impossible for him to find a buyer, 
the buyer recognizing that in settling witu 
the other patentees on royalties the invention 
ig so costly that he cannot afford it. 

Often a foreign patent, unknown to the 
American inventor, has covered his ideas 
and its application may have been taken 
over bodily by a class of American manu- 
factures in which the thing is valuable, If 
a patent attorney has been unable to read 
in foreign language this description and 
knows nothing about it, the patent papers 
which he secures become null through de- 
fense of grabbing off a foreign mechanism.

Nearly everybody eats potatoes. Potatoes 
make up more than 40% of the entire vege- 
table dief of the American people and the 
market is not confined to the United States. 
England and other foreign countries are buy- 
ing American potatoes grown by American 
farmers. 


Raising potatoes isn't what it used to be. 
Science is now used in producing potatoes. 
Improvement in the potato has been made 
through scientific selection and cultivation until 
today the farmer who raises potatoes as a bus- 
iness ‘tries to grow them uniform in size. 


Housekeepers are willing to pay more for pota- 
toes of uniform size since it adds greatly to 
ease in preparing them for cooking. Hotel 
men, too, can afford to pay more for such 
potatoes, as the potato peeling machines are 
more easily adjusted and peel with about one- 
third to one-half less waste when the potatoes 
run about the same size. 


In the old days the potato farmer was com- 
pelled to throw away a large part of his crop 
because it was undersized, but the farmer of 
today either sends these potatoes to an alcohol 
plant or he himself produces alcohol costing a 
few cents per gallon which he uses to illumi- 
nate his house, cook his food, heat his wife's 
curling-iron, run his automobile and supply 
the motive power for his farm machinery. 


Probably in the near fature the dinner table 


‘will be the destination of only a portion of 


the potato crop. Already the manufacture of 
potato starch is a great and steadily growing 
industry, which, to a certain extent, will re- 


place the more expensive corn starch. 


The farmer who makes real big money out of 
his potato crop is the man who gets his crop 


January or February is worth a great deal 
more than a new potato in August. In April 
new potatoes were selling in New York City 
for twenty cents a quart and old potatoes for 
about thirty cents per bushel. 


Through the use of irrigation and scientific 
cultivation in the states where tlimatic con- 
ditions are right farmers are able to time the 
growth of their crops to the markets, The 
ease of transportation today makes it possible 
for the potato farmer of Colorado to get his 
potatoes to the right market at the right 
time; also the potato farmer of Texas .or 
Oklahoma to market his potatoes when Michi- 
gan or other big potato states are not 


producing. 


Many farmers are today realizing $1,000 a 
year net from an acre of potatoes, There is 
plenty of land yet unoccupied on which pota- 
toes can be grown and there are plenty of 
markets opening up for potatoes. If you are 
interested in getting a farm for yourself that 
will produce money, perhaps it will pay you fo 
turn your attention to this branch of farming; 


There is a tremendous land movement on in 
this country. People are becoming tired of 
the struggle for existence in the big cities. 
The country is holding out inducements which 
are calling people back to the farm.

RULES OF ROAD FOR

This is the nearest approach to a solution

premium should be paid for the services of 
a man of 4 who is in good health and un- 
derstands his work thoroughly. Of course, 
there are many at this age and beyond who 
are not competent or who are so broken in 
health that their services are of questionable 
value; but they do not affect the general 
ethics of the situation. . 

William Brown had been a clerk in a bank 
for twenty-five years and lost his position 
when the financial juggling of a few presi- 
dents involved a number,of banks in ruin.

Start on Commission Basis. 


He was familiar with the bond market, 
and, as stocks and bonds were low, they 
seemed to him to offer good bargains to in- 
vestors if they could be so convinced. He 
went to a big bond house and stated his case. 
He wanted to sell bonds to investors—not 
on a salary, for he knew he couldn't get 
such a job, but strictly on commission. Any 
bond house wes glad to employ him under 
such conditions. ; 

So William Brown tried his hand as a 
bond salesman. He had never sold any- 
thing before, but he had ideas about how 
such things should. be done, and fie had se- 
cretly envied the bond salesmen whom he 
had met. 

Unknown to himself he was a natural born 
salesman, but business habits and an early 
marriage had prevented him from making a 
change.

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“Pusher” a Specialist Worker; 
He's Product of North Woods. 


By 


SINGULAR type of thé specialist 
worker who won't work at anything 
but his specialty is the fisherman 
guide in the northern lakes of Wiscen- 


bin. 

In common parlance this worker is a push - 
er.” That is, he will row a boat for the resort 
fisherman for twelve or fourteen hours or in 
shallow water will push it with a pole. To 
have the best service out of him, however, 
he must be fisherman enough with rod and 
reel to interest his guide. Then unless the 
guide has a few weakhy patrons whom he 
Wishes later to guide into unfished waters all 
you need do is to tip him—and get results. 

In the muskellunge country a resort may 
ba ve room for forty to eighty persons before 
it is considered large. It is from the large 
resort that the pusher gets his best paying 
customers, some of whom may stay with the 
hig game fish for a month. 

Many of these pushers having large fami- 
lies leave their homes for the summer merely 
for the work of pushing the boats of city 
fishermen, Ordinarily they-exist i tents and 
shacks close enough to, be in when the 
resort keeper has a fisherman guest. But 
much of the time they spend in waiting, egpe- 
cially in a me Gp tage Sarg 


„Pushing His Only Job. 

Waiting as they do, they are independent of 
any other form of labor. The keeper of 
some of these resorts hardly knows where 
to get a man to split up a cord of pine wood, 
already sawn to lengths, paying $1.10 a cord. 
The pusher who sits patiently on his job of 
waiting for his fisherman won't do the work 
if his family may be hungry. It isn’t his 
work. He won't plant a garden spot and cul- 
tivate hie vegetables. His wife frequently 
comes with him and takes in washing while 
supporting him, smoking, on the waiting cor- 
ner of his bunk. He is a specialist—a special- 


ist pusher—but pushing specifically in order 


that he may see another fisherman hook the 
fish. 

Many of these types are descended from the 
ploneer trappers of the country who took 
Indian wives. They love the woods and the 
waters. They would be fishermen them- 
selves, perhaps, only that shipping fish 
probably is forbidden. The resort keeper 
who needs hie soft pine split may send ‘ar 
north for some lumber jack who has lost a 
job and wants to get drunk again. | 

In a resort place caring for sixty guests 
through the season about eight or ten of 
these fisherman guides may be camped 
around the place, waiting. dmoking, chew- 
ing, drinking occasionally when they can, 
these giant figures of the woods country take 
their waiting easy. One or more of them 
even may be waiting for a well known cus- 
tomer who has written that probably he'll 
pe up in two or three weeks.“ 

If this old fisherman comes, the pusher bas 
a pretty good idea of what to expect ofhim 
and of the profits of a week on the water. 
Some of these men having more skill in mak- 
ing money than in hooking a muskellunge or 
giant bass and landing him, long have had 
arrangements. with certain of these guides 
that bonuses of $10 to $20 attach to the push- 
er's regular wages, if the pusher will place 
him where a big muskellunge will take the

hook. After the big, savage creature is 
hooked, it may devolve upon the pusher to 
land the creature for the near fisherman. 
For the real fisherman who knows his tackle 
and the cunning of any big game fish in the 
water, the pusher still has his inborn pleas- 
ure at seeing the fish handied and brought 
up to the boat. He is a full and admiring 
in the game of wits between fish and 
sherman. and for a big fish to escape finds 
him a little more hurt. perhaps, than the fish- 
erman himself.

New Rose Jar. 

Rose time will soon be here, and while the 
dainty perfume delights us, it will soon be 
gone, Here is a recipe for a potpourri of rose 
leaves which will preserve the fragrance for 
manyaday. As the roses are gathered pack 
them in a stone crock with alternate layers 
of salt. Keep in a cool, dry place. Leave for 
a week after the last petals have been added, 
then turn out on a broad tray and toss and 
mix thoroughly.

In transferring Tun Tripunm embroidery 
designs, use & stiletto instead of a lead pen- 
oll for tracing and your design will not be 
blurred. A skillful embroiderer makes few 
if any knots when she gets to the end of her 


threads. In sold embroidery, instead of mak- 


ing a knot, run your thread back and forth 
through the padding on the right side two or 
three times and cut the thread off closely. 
This will mot unravel, as knots often do; it 
makes the work look more sightly and saves 
time, because it does not necessitate turning 
your work to the wrong side every time you 
wish to make a knot. In embroidering on 
sheer material, where every thread shows 
through, try this method when you get te 
the end of a leaf, petal, or dot instead o“ 
running the thread from one to the other on 
the wrong side. | 

To give embroidery that new look, press 
in the following way: Place the embroidery 
right side down on bath towel, wet a cloth, 
wring as dry as possible, lay it on embroidery, 
run hot iron over it once, remove the cloth, 
and iron the dampness out of the embroidery.

Baked Fish with Lemon Sauce. 


Choose about a three pound fish, wash, 
bone, and fill with dressing made of one-half 
cupful of bread crumbs, one-half cupful of 
cracker crumbs, one- half cupful of hot water, 
one teaspoonful of diced onion,.one table- 
spoonful of butter, and one-fourth teaspoon- 
ful of salt. Rub the fish with salt and bread 
crumbs, bake thirty-five minutes, basting 
three times with one tablespoonful of butter 
in one cupful of hot ‘water. 

Lemon sauce: Two-thirds cupful of butter;

Cook one-third 
of the butter, the water, the lemon juice, 
eggs, and salt in a double boiler, stirring con- 
stantly, until it becomes a light, thick cream; 
remove from fire, add the rest of the butter, 
and stir well.

Have the seam line on both edges distinctly 
marked, then turn one of the seam edges 
back towards the wrong side, having the 
crease come on the seam line, and baste down 
an eighth of an inch from the fold. Holding

‘the sleeve right side out, lay the folded edge 


on the seam line of the opposite side and pin 
at intervals the entire length, pinning so that 
the trimming or tucks meet perfectly. 

Then, with a basting thread, hem the seam 
lightly together, being careful on the folded 
edge simply to catch the edge of the material, 
and always hemming so that the parts to be 
matched do so. Then pull out the basting 
that holds the seam back, turn the sleeve to 
the wrong side, baste together, and stitch. 
After the seam is stitched, cut and pull out 
the remaining stitches, and the result will be 
a perfectly matched seam. 

An unusually pretty sleeve seen recently 
had a foundation of fine meshed black net. 
This was tucked in quarter inch tucks, run- 
ning around the arm. The space between 
the tucks was three inches. Under the edge 
of each tuck was laid a piece of black chiffon. 
This was cut on the bias and folded so that it 


‘was double. It hung loose from the lower 


edge of the tuck, giving the effect of a wide 
tuck. The sleeves were long and the chiffon 
came to the wrist under the lowest tuck, and 
underneath the net showed, making a pretty 
finish. A sleeve made like this needs no cap 
to finish it, although one would not be out 
of place

Another dressy sleeve was cut in one with- 
the bodice. The bodice was tucked across 
the front and back to a yoke depth, and the 
sieeves were a continuation of the tucks. 
These went across the under part of the arm, 
and the jet band which outlined the yoke 
depth on the walst was continued down each 
side of the sleeve. Between these lines of 
trimming there was a space on the top of the 
arm two inches wide and extending the 
length of it, which was just above the elbow, 
and this space was filled by the sleeve being 
laced together with a silk cord. The cord 
was tied together at the lower end and the 
ends finished with small jet balls. The effect 
was wonderfully pretty. |

In making a sleeve of this kind cut the full 
length part, also the cuff, then get the middle

The space between these 
Pins and the middle pin is gathered and the 
fullness evenly distributed. Stitch the sleeve 

to the cuff and then, with the sleeve wrong 
Side out, seam it together and then line the 
cuff. The cuff is left open at the wrist end 
end fastened with hooks and eyes or loops 
and buttons. It should fit closely. ~ 

Another way to put a sleeve of this kind 
together is to seam the sleeve and cuff sep- 
@rately and then put them together so that 
the cuff seam comes directly at the middle 
of the under side of the arm instead of meet- 
ing the seam of the sleeve. The cap is seamed 


cap are put together at the top and put Into 
the armhole. 

Putting a sleeve into an armbole seems to 
be a knotty prablem for many sewers; and it 
is no uncommon thi for a sleeve to be 
taken out and put in several times before the 
result is satisfactory. 

In the first place be sure that the size 
of the armhole is right. The size for the 
average figure is fifteen inches. For an arm- 

hole this size, put the inside or front seam 
of the sleeve at a point measuring two ap“ 
three-eighths inches towards the front from 
the under arm seam of the waist. Pin the 
sleeve to the armhole at this point. 
* *¢ 

The next thing is to find the distance each 
side of this point that the sleeve is to be 
sewed plain into the armhole. For this, 
measure towards the front from the under 
arm seam of the waist, four and one-half 
inches, and put a pin there. Then measure 
towards the back, from the under arn: seam 
of the waist, three and one-half inches, an! 
put a pin there. Holding the waist next to 
you, baste the sleeve into the armhole br 
tween these two points, perfectly plain. 

After this has been done, fasten the threa/# 
off and turn the waist so that you will have 
the inelde of the sleeve towards you. Gather 
in fine stitches the remainder of the sleeve 
edge and adjust the gathers so that the ful’ 
néss is evenly disposed of in the space that 
remains. Baste the upper part of the sleeve 
into the armhole. The sleeve will set per- 
fectly. Care has to be taken not to baste 
go that the size of the armhole is changed, 
as it seems an easy matter to make it smalier 
In stitching into the armhole the sieeve 
should de on top so that you can see that 
the gathers are not interfered with. The

If a binding is desired, it should be of thin 
material and cut on a true bias. It should 
be basted around the armhole, the basting 
being done after the sleeve has been basted 
in. Then after the stitching has been done, 
and the bastings taken out, the edge of the 
binding is turned over the seam and hemmed 
down by hand. It ts better to have the bind- 
Ine set loosely over the seam edge, than to 
De too close. In the latter case it makes a 
hard and uncomfortable ridge. 

If the walet has a lining the seam across 
the top of the shoulder is turned up towards 
the shoulder seam of the waist and hemmed 
down. If there is no lining the seam should 
be stitched there to hoid it in place. If it is 
not fastened and the sleeve seam when on 
turns toward the arm, as i is apt to do, the 
good setting of the sleeve is destroyed. 

For smaller or larger armholes the frac- 
tion of an inch one way ov the other is the 
only change neceseary in the point for the 
sleeve to be pinned to. 

Another way to find the position for the 
fromt seam of the sleeve is to make a fold 
in the front of the waist straight down from 


the shoulder at the armhole end. Then 


make another fold close up to the armhole, 
and at right angles to the firet crease made. 
From the point of intersection of these two 
lines make a line going straight up to the 
armhole The sleeve seam is pinued to the 
armhole at this point. Then the four and 
Ane-havl and the three and one-half inches 
are marked off as given in the other direc- 
tions. A diagram illustrating this way of 
finding the position for the sleeve seam is 
given on this page—the dotted line showing 
the point for the seam. 

Bo-caised elbow sleeves should always be 
made long ehough to cover the elbow bone. 
There is rarely, if ever, an instance where 
the elbow point is not a trying one for the 
sleeve to end. The sleeve should be cut so 
as to allow for the fullness om the upper 
half at this point.

Now has come physical culture to teach us how to 
handle the body in every way, and the fundamental art 
Ahat it teaches is poise and equilibrium. With these 
once learned, correct walking, sitting, and standing 
naturally follow. 

“To most people correct standing means a complete 

Shane in gravity,” continues Mrs. Knapp. It is safe 
to state that ninety-nine people out of every hundred 
stand with more or less weight upon the heels, a posi- 
tion which threws the entire body out of line, thus 
producing all sorts of deformities. First and foremost 
among them are sunken chests, ‘drooping shoulders, 
ee abdomens, and old, ugly, crooked backs— 

fects which no tailor or modist, with all his art 
cunning, can obscure. 

“When the weight of the body reats upon the balls 
of the feet, where it properly belongs, a normal posi- 
tion is at once established. The hips curve slightly 
backward, the abdomen is indrawn, the head and chest 
take an upward poise, the hump disappears from the 
back, and every organ in the body is given its proper 
scope of action. Elasticity and grace are impossible 
so long as the weight rests upon the heels, as that 
position unbalances the entire organism. When either 
the mental or physigal organism is out of tune the 
whole being suffers a loss of vitality and nervous energy 
which sooner or later e in ee and dis- 
ease.”

University of Chicago, which itself employs 352 students 
in its offices, store, libraries, and laboratories. Students 
have been able to attend the university a whole year 
without more than $75 in money, by performing student 
service: for their tuition and waiting table for their 
board. ’ 

“However, since the university introduced the new 
honor-point. system of students have found 
it 4ncreasingly difficult to earn their entire expenses 
through their college course. The tightening of scholar- 
ship requirements in the classroom through this ,honor- 
point system has made study so much more serious 
that employment is gradually being crowded out. In 
future no student can work his way entirely through 
college, doing the lower class labor which pays about 
20 cents an hour. If students could get positions pay- 
ing 30 cents or $1 an hour that would be different, but 
such positions must be sought for long and carefully 
and when Wund must be filled only by those students 
who can do the work satisfactorily.
